Assistance Activities by U.S. Goals in 
Moldova: 

Ensure Moldova 's Political Development as 
a European State through More Effective 
and Accountable Democratic Institutions 
and Strengthening the Rule of Law 

• The United States is providing assistance 
to improve judicial administration and 
independence, increase the skills of judges 
and prosecutors, and support civil society 
advocacy and public awareness 
campaigns about justice sector reforms 
and legislation. U.S. assistance includes 
legislative drafting expertise and 
improvements in prosecutorial and 
defense bar management and 
administration. These efforts are designed 
to advance Moldova's European 
integration prospects. 

• The United States is providing assistance 
to strengthen the professionalism, capacity 
and projects of civil society groups and 
independent media outlets; help local 
authorities better meet the needs of 
citizens; increase energy efficiency and 
revenue collection; and provide better 
municipal services. U.S. assistance also 
promotes free and fair electoral processes 
and trains political parties to be more 
responsive to their constituents.

• U.S. efforts in the economic sector 
encourage economic reform, achieve broad- 
based economic growth through 
diversification of exports, and advance 
Moldova's integration with European 
markets. U.S. assistance develops business 
and industry clusters and high- value chains, 
with a particular focus on communication 
technology, wine, and furniture; provides 
financial and investment intermediation; 
and supports improvements in Moldova's 
business regulatory and tax framework. 

Promote a Future Moldova that Reintegrates 
Transnistria and Becomes a More Active 
International Partner, including Participation 
in Peacekeeping Operations 

• U.S. assistance is targeted to help Moldova 
achieve its NATO Individual Partnership 
Action Plan (IPAP) objectives, including 
interoperability with NATO and 
participation in peacekeeping and coalition 
operations. The United States is providing 
training and equipment purchases to 
enhance interoperability in international 
operations with NATO, English language 
training, and training for both military and 
civilian leaders on concepts ranging from 
international defense management to 
strategies for internal development. 

• The United States is providing training and 
technical assistance to Moldovan law 
enforcement agencies to increase their 
capacity to effectively conduct criminal 
investigations, especially in forensics, and 
combat transnational crime, particularly 
trafficking in persons and cybercrime.
